POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
THE NARCOTICS BATTLE NEEDS PEPPING 
UP 
Sev eral weeks ago a 17-year-old Chicago youth 
was sentenced to a minimum of 14 years in 
prison after admitting that he and two companions 
were under the influence of goofb alls when they 
b eat and shot to death a 6-year-old child. 
Sentence was handed down just b efore Washing­ 
ton lawmakers b egan deb ate on a proposal to 
curb the goofb all and pep pill traffic which the 
President has pictured as a b ig factor in the 
growing U.S. crime rate. 
According to a report released in March b y 
the Children’s Bureau of the Department 
of 
Health, Education and Welfare, the United States 
has the highest juv enile delinq uency rate in its 
history. The report noted there is no indication 
that the situation will improv e. 
This federal agency rev ealed that in 1963, 
juv enile courts handled more than 600,000 cases 
inv olv ing youthful offenders. 
(The b ureau is 
now working on last year’s statistics) The of­ 
fenders were b etween ten and 17 years of age, 
and the total cases represented an eight percent 
increase ov er the prev ious year. 
Unfortunately, not much information ab out 
goofb alls, pep pills and narcotics seems to reach 
the pub lic unless it is sensational. 
Like the 
iceb erg, the narcotics prob lem is mostly b elow 
the surface. 
Howev er, the prob lem has b een of particular 
concern to certain doctors, judges, law enforce­ 
ment officers and lawmakers. These people, 
giv en an assist b y writers and newsmen, hav e 
tried to arouse the general pub lic to the danger 
and to take effectiv e measures against it. 
The av erage newspaper reader may know, for 
instance, that when young Richard Rob les was 
b ooked recently for the murder of two career 
girls in New York, he said he consumed $15 
worth of heroin a day. To finance his dope hab it, 
he commuted more than 100 b urglaries. 
But few know that the Federal Narcotics Bu­ 
reau says there are 60,000 herion addicts in 
the United States. Half of the country’s addicts 
liv e in New York City, and almost all the others 
in the slums of Detroit, Chicago and Los Angeles. 
Addicts commit an enormous numb er of crim es- 
in fact, they are responsib le for more than 15% 
of the b urglaries in New York City. 
The av erage newspaper reader may b e aware 
that Brown Univ ersity in Prov idence, Rhode 
Island, recently announced the dismissal of eight 
students for “ inv olv ement In 
episodes con­ 
cerning the use of marijuana.” 
But does he know that for many years, former 
New York City Police Commissioner Michael J. 
Murphy tried to educate youth ab out the mari­ 
juana menance? “ Many a youthful life is shor­ 
tened,” he said, “b ecause of a wrong turn made 
during those v ital years that are sometimes 
called the v acuum b etween childhood and adult­ 
hood. And so, through a dare or an enticement, 
a young life is wasted with thé first furtiv e 
drag on a marijuana cigarette. 
For the hab it 
in some cases grows into a crav ing that is not 
ev en satisfied b y the use of heroin.” 
The narcotics prob lem has b een with us since 
the Civ il War. Just prior to the conflict, the 
hypodermic needle was inv ented, and many sol­ 
diers b ecame addicted during wartime hospitali­ 
zation. Meanwhile tens of thousands of civ ilians 
were “hooked” b y certain patent medicines con­ 
taining hab it-forming narcotics. 
By the early 1900’s, there were nearly a q uarter 
of a million American dope addicts - one out of 
ev ery 400 citizens. 
Ev en at that time it was 
noted that the greatest increases in addiction 
were occurring among women and teenagers, b ut 
too few hoisted the danger flag. 
What is the source of the traffic in narcotics? 
There is an unending flow pouring into this 
country through seaports and from 
Mexico, 
according to a Senate Sub committee report. 
The results of this traffic are tragically seen 
in California where more than one-third of 
all adult arrests in 1960 were for narcotic- 
related offenses. 
The majority of California 
addicts b egan their drug use at 18 or 19. 
For years, law enforcement officials hav e b een 
deeply concerned ab out the proximately of Mexi­ 
can poppyfield and marijuana patches to Ameri­ 
cans liv ing along the 1,200 miles of open b order. 
Mexican heroin and marijuana traffic extends to 
the east coast in some instances. 
A shipment of hundreds of pounds of Mexican 
marijuana was confiscated in New York and 
traced to a “ conv ey” extending to the Mexican 
b order. 
In Feb ruary, the U.N. Central Opium Bb ard 
named China as one of the four major sources 
whose uncontrolled production of opium 
was 
largely responsib le for failure to make arty ap­ 
preciab le progress in comb atting drug traffic. 
Communist China, 
North Vietnam and North 
Korea will not div ulge information ab out their 
narcotics output, and Burma says it does not 
hav e enough superv isory personnel to find out. 
Rather shocking is the opinion of the drug 
experts on this Opium Board: no more than 15 
per cent of the world’s illicit opium traffic 
is uncov ered. 
What ab out another growing menace, the so- 
called “dangerous drugs” 
the pep pills and 
sleeping pills? More than 50,000,000 find their 
way into the illegal market each year, and most 
are produced b y American firms. 
Their use 
b y 
juv eniles and young adults is increasing 


across the country. Prolonged use causes per­ 
sons to commit the most v iolent and b izarre 
crimes. 
Such drugs are taken cav alierly b y many 
youngsters all ov er the country. There are 
su^h cases as the honor student who b egan using 
drU| i at the height of his academic and athletic 
career 
He ended b y giv ing up his school, 
family and future in order to take these pills 
in what has now b ecome a form of addiction 
surpassing, in many cases, ev en the terrib le 
addiction to heroin. 
These drugs can turn normal men and women 
into v iolent criminals. Expert testimony b efore 
the Senate Sub committee to Inv estigate Juv enile 
Delinq uency rev eals the v iolence these drugs 
b reed - assaults and ev en murders. 
Yet the 
fact that these crimes were committed b y 
“pillheads” many times escapes the detection 
of enforcement and institutional personnel. 
What happens to an indiv idual who hab itually 
uses b arb iturates or amphetamine drugs ov er a 
long period of time? 
Dr. Paul H. 
Hock, 
Commissioner of Mental Hygiene of the State 
of New York, explained: 
“ There are some users who b ecome addicted. . 
to amphetamine; after a while . .they hav e to 
raise the doses, in other words, use increasing 
amounts. 
“ And then we ob serv e in persons actual 
psychotic ways, that they hav e really dev eloped 
a mental disease, a psychosis, under the in­ 
fluence of these drugs.” 
He says narcotic addiction is primarily 
a 
disease of the young. 
Eighty-fiv e percent of 
its v ictims are under 40, and 49% under 30. 
Adolescents and young adults are v ictimized 
b efore they are old enough to understand the 
inev itab le, tragic conseq uences. 
And many 
are driv en to crime to support their addiction. 
Former Commissioner Murphy 
said much 
the same thing. 
“Our experiences show that 
the greatest use of narcotic drugs is b y per­ 
sons b etween 19 and 29 years. One of the most 
deplorab le results of the illicit narcotic traf­ 
fic is the v icious hold it gains ov er teenagers.” 
He describ ed how the teenager is trapped: 
“ It isn’t difficult to imagine a youngster b eing 
dared to try the stuff b y his friends. 
Not 
wanting to b e ‘chicken* he does so. 
Then he 
feels he is a ‘man* in the eyes of his cronies, 
not realizing what he has gotten himself into. 
Although he has a meager knowledge of the 
harmful effects of dope, he b oasts it cannot 
happen to him, that he knows when to stop, 
and that he can b reak the hab it at will. Un­ 
fortunately, this is not true, and it is our 
opinion that greater effort must b e made b y 
all of us to impress this upon the youth 
of this country.” 
A b ig step has b een taken toward elim:- 
nating goofb all and pep pill addiction. Con­ 
trol ov er amphetamines, b arb iturates and simi­ 
lar drugs found to hav e a potential for ab use 
would b e strengthened b y proposals already 
made in Congress. 
The connection b etween crimes and the illicit 
traffic in narcotics, depressant and stimulant 
drugs is inescapab le. 
More knowledge of this prob lem will lead 
inev itab ly to correctiv e action. 
It is hopes 
that each indiv idual will learn all he can ab out 
this sub ject from all av ailab le sources.

Defenseless traffic signs, ab used b y all con­ 
ditions of the weather, also hav e b een plagued 
in recent years b y v andals who turn them b ack­ 
wards, gun-toting hunters who take pot-shots 
at them, and mischiev ious children who think 
they should b e knocked down or carried away. 
Now another culprit - the roadside artist 
eq uipped with a can of spray paint - has b e­ 
come a prob lem, according to a recent issue 
of Illinois’ Cook County Highways magazine. 
The pub lication shows the handiwork of spray- 
can artists and their nearly unlimited ingenuity 
in defacing signs. 
The marred signs 
include 
a stop sign repainted with the work “Go,” 
speed-limit signs with the numb ers altered 
or ob literated, and signs with directional arrows 
that hav e b een crossed or pointed in different 
directions. 
Referring to the danger and waste of money 
resulting from sign damage, Andrew V. Plum­ 
mer, county highway superintendent, said: 
“ The Department places 8 to 9-thousand traf­ 
fic signs a year on the county’s 600-mile road 
system. That includes permanent installations 
and temporary markers at construction loca­ 
tions. The steel plates, with steel posts, are 
expected to last fiv e years, b ut v andals with 
guns or spray cans of paint ruin ab out 15 per 
cent of them each year, at a cost of ab out $25 
each for replacement. 
“A defaced sign has its meaning altered and 
may lead ev en the most careful driv er to sudden 
death,” Plummer warned. 
“ Using spray cans, the v andals create hazards 
b y ob literating a sign or changing its message. 
In one recent instance, the arrow marking a 
curv e was altered to the opposite direction. 
A motorist following the false arrow wound up 
in the ditch, seriously hurt.” 
* * * 
We liv e in a world that is ob v iously sick. There 
is a sizeab le amount of physical illness to b e 
sure, b ut more serious, there are those ail­ 
ments that seem to hav e inv aded the minds of 
men.

July is the month that is q uite 
capab le of b eing the worst in the 
year from the standpoint of traf­ 
fic accident fatalities. Records 
of the Missouri State Highway 
Patrol prov ed this last year when 
143 persons died on the State's 
roadways during the month of 
July — more than in any other 
month. 
Ov er the past fiv e years, 637 
persons hav e b een killed during 
the sev enth month of the year in 
Missouri. 
The most tragic July 
was in 1964 when 150 persons died 
in traffic crashes. 
“ These facts should giv e the 
driv er reason for concern and 
should 
conv ince him that he 
should make some special efforts 
to make trav el safer," declared 
Colonel E.I. (Mike)Hockaday,the 
Superintendent of the Highway 
Patrol. 
The Colonel pointed out that 
there are many things a driv er 


can do to protect himself b esides 
ob eying traffic laws. For exam­ 
ple, he can make certain the v e­ 
hicle he driv es is in safe me­ 
chanical condition. The family's 
security is more than worth the 
amount of money it may take to 
make any repairs. 
The driv er 
can also wear a seat b elt and see 
that all who ride with him do so. 
He can driv e within the limtts of 
his stamina and nev er when tired. 
He can show courtesy at all times 
and b e constantly alert for the 
mistakes of others. 
“ It is up to each indiv idual driv ­ 
e r to do his or her part to make 
this month of July a safer time 
to trav el," Hockaday continued. 
“ I urge you to accept your re­ 
sponsib ility b ehind the wheel and 
do ev erything possib le to av oid 
a traffic accident."

There are many ways to mea­ 
sure the size of the federal b ud­ 
get, and ev eryone of them is need­ 
ed to help b ring home to the av ­ 
erage American just how much of 
his hard-won earnings the feder­ 
al b ureaucrats are pouring into 
the multitudinous programs they 
hav e spawned. 
This year's federal b udget totals 
$135 b illion, a figure so v ast it 
means little more to most Amer­ 
icans than that enormous figure 
we once learned in school, the 
distance from the earth to the 
nearest star in miles. It b ecomes 
more meaningful if b roken down 
into sm aller units of time. 
At a rate of $135 b illion per 
year, the federal gov ernment is 
spending $370 million ev ery day, 
or $15.4 million ev ery hour. This 
amount is still too large for most 
people to grasp. It does not come 
within the range of ordinary ex­ 
perience until we hav e b roken it 
down to the shortest possib le time 
unit: a single second. Ev ery 
second, the federal gov ernment 
spends $4281 of the tax money it 
takes from the American people. 
The tax paid b y most American 
families in an entire year is not 
enough to run the federal gov ern­ 
ment for a single record. 
Many people still b eliev e that 
much the greater part of this gi­ 
gantic outflow of the people’s 
money is necessary for national 
defense. 
But ev en toaay as we 
fight a hot war against commu­ 
nism in Vietnam, only a trifle 
ov er half the federal b udget is 
b eing spent on anything connec­ 
ted with the military serv ices.

To ignore an act of Congress 
or to violate its explicit pro­ 
visions is hardly a good exam­ 
ple of government under a sys­ 
tem of “law and order.” On 
the contrary, it is, unfortunately, 
another tragic infringement dur­ 
ing our era of “ Civil disobed­ 
ience.”

This federal agency revealed that in 1963, 


3 juvenile courts handled more than 600,000 cases 
» involving youthful offenders. 
(The bureau 
is 
now working on last year’s statistics) The of­ 
fenders were between ten and 17 years of age, 
and the total cases represented an eight percent 
increase over the previous year. 
Unfortunately, not much information about 
goofballs, pep pills and narcotics seems to reach 
the public unless it is sensational. 
Like the 
iceberg, the narcotics problem is mostly below 
the surface. 
However, the problem has been of particular 
concern to certain doctors, judges, law enforce­ 
ment officers and lawmakers. 
These people, 
given an assist by writers and newsmen, have 
tried to arouse the general public to the danger 
and to take effective measures against it. 
The average newspaper reader may know, for 
. instance, that when young Richard Robles was 
booked recently for the murder of two career 
, girls in New York, he said he consumed $15 
worth of heroin a day. To finance his dope habit, 
• he commuted more than 100 burglaries. 
But few know that the Federal Narcotics Bu­ 
reau says there are 60,000 herion addicts in 
the United States. Half of the country’s addicts 
live in New Y'ork City, and almost all the others 
in the slums of Detroit, Chicago and Los Angeles. 
Addicts commit an enormous number of crimes - 
. in fact, they are responsible for more than 15% 
• of the burglaries in New York City. 
The average newspaper reader may be aware 
. that Brown University in Providence, Rhode 
• Island, recently announced the dismissal of eight 
students 
for “ involvement 4n 
episodes con­ 
cerning the use of marijuana.” 
But does he know that for many years, former 
New York City Police Commissioner Michael J. 
Murphy tried to educate youth about the mari­ 
juana menance? “ Many a youthful life is shor­ 
tened,” he said, “because of a wrong turn made 
during those vital years that are sometimes 
called the vacuum between childhood and adult­ 
hood. And so, through a dare or an enticement, 
a young life is wasted with the first furtive 
drag on a marijuana cigarette. 
For the habit 
in some cases grows into a craving that is not 
even satisfied by the use of heroin.” 
The narcotics problem has been with us since 
the Civil War. 
Just prior to the conflict, the 
hypodermic needle was invented, and many sol­ 
diers became addicted during wartime hospitali­ 
zation. Meanwhile tens of thousands of civilians 
were “hooked” by certain patent medicines con­ 
taining habit-forming narcotics. 
By the early 1900’s, there were nearly a quarter 
of a million American dope addicts - one out of 
every 400 citizens. 
Even at that time it was 
noted that the greatest increases in addiction 
w ere occurring among women and teenagers, but 
too few hoisted the danger flag. 
What is the source of the traffic in narcotics? 
There is an unending flow 
pouring into this 
country through seaports and from 
Mexico, 
according to a Senate Subcommittee report. 
The results of this traffic are tragically seen 
in California where more than one-third of 
all adult arrests in 1960 were for narcotic- 
related offenses. 
The majority of California 
addicts began their drug use at 18 or 19. 
For years, law enforcement officials have been 
deeply concerned about the proximately of Mexi­ 
can poppyfield and marijuana patches to Ameri­ 
cans living along the 1,200 miles of open border. 
Mexican heroin and marijuana traffic extends to 
the east coast in some instances. 
A shipment of hundreds of pounds of Mexican 
marijuana 
was confiscated in New York and 
traced to a “convey” extending to the Mexican 
border. 
In February, the U.N. Central Opium Board 
named China as one of the four major sources 
whose uncontrolled production of opium 
was 
largely responsible for failure to make arty’ap­ 
preciable progress in combatting drug traffic. 
Communist 
China, 
North Vietnam and North 
Korea will not divulge information about their 
narcotics output, and Burma says it does not 
have enough supervisory personnel to find out. 
Rather shocking is the opinion of the drug 
experts on this Opium Board: no more than 15 
per cent of the world’s illicit opium traffic 
is uncovered. 
Wltal about another growing menace, the so- 
called “dangerous drugs” 
the pep pills and 
sleeping pills? More than 50,000,000 find their 
way into the. illegal market each year, and most 
arc produced by American firms. 
Their use 
by 
juveniles and young adults is increasing 


across the country. Prolonged use causes per­ 
sons to commit the most violent and bizarre 
crimes. 
Such drugs are taken cavalierly by many 
youngsters all over the country. 
There are 
su^h cases as the honor student who began using 
dru, i at the height of his ucademic and athletic 
career 
He ended by giving up his school, 
family and future in order to take these pills 
in what has now become a form of addiction 
surpassing, in many cases, even the terrible 
addiction to heroin. 
These drugs can turn normal men and women 
into violent criminals. Expert testimony before 
the Senate Subcommittee to Investigate Juvenile 
Delinquency reveals the violence these drugs 
breed - assaults and even murders. 
Yet the 
fact that these crimes 
were 
committed by 
“pillheads” many times escapes the detection 
of enforcement and institutional personnel. 
What happens to an individual who habitually 
uses barbiturates or amphetamine drugs over a 
long period of time? 
Dr. Paul H. 
Hock, 
Commissioner of Mental 
Hygiene of the State 
of New York, explained: 
“There are some users who become addicted. . 
to amphetamine; after a while . .they have to 
raise the doses, in other words, use increasing 
amounts. 
“And then we observe in persons actual 
psychotic ways, that they have really developed 
a mental disease, a psychosis, under the in­ 
fluence of these drugs.” 
He says narcotic addiction is primarily 
a 
disease of the young. 
Eighty-five percent of 
its victims are under 40, and 49% under 30. 
Adolescents and young 
adults are victimized 
before they are old enough to understand the 
inevitable, tragic consequences. 
And many 
are driven to crime to support their addiction. 
Former Commissioner Murphy 
said much 
the same thing. 
“Our experiences show that 
the greatest use 
of narcotic drugs is by per­ 
sons between 19 and 29 years. One of the most 
deplorable results of the illicit narcotic traf­ 
fic is the vicious hold it gains over teenagers.” 
He described how the teenager is trapped: 
“It isn’t difficult to imagine a youngster being 
dared to try the stuff by his friends. 
Not 
wanting to be ‘chicken* he does so. 
Then he 
feels he is a ‘man’ in the eyes of his cronies, 
not realizing what he has gotten himself into. 
Although he has a meager knowledge of the 
harmful effects of dope, he boasts it cannot 
happen to him, that he knows when to stop, 
and that he can break the habit at will. Un­ 
fortunately, this is not true, and it is our 
opinion that greater effort must be made by 
all of us to impress this upon the 
youth 
of this country.” 
A big step has been taken toward elirrr- 
nating goofball and pep pill addiction. 
Con­ 
trol over amphetamines, barbiturates and simi­ 
lar drugs found to have a potential for abuse 
would be strengthened by proposals already 
made in Congress. 
The connection between crimes and the illicit 
traffic in narcotics, depressant and stimulant 
drugs is inescapable. 
More knowledge of this problem will lead 
inevitably to corrective action. 
It is hopes 
that each individual will learn all he can about 
this subject from all available sources.

Defenseless traffic signs, abused by all con­ 
ditions of the weather, also have been plagued 
in recent years by vandals who turn them back­ 
wards, gun-toting hunters who take pot-shots 
at them, and mischievious children who think 
they should be knocked down or carried away. 
Now another culprit - the roadside artist 
equipped with a can of spray paint - has be­ 
come a problem, according to a recent issue 
of Illinois’ Cook County Highways magazine. 
The publication shows the handiwork of spray- 
can artists and their nearly unlimited ingenuity 
in defacing signs. 
The marred signs 
include 
a stop sign repainted with the work “Go,” 
speed-limit signs with the numbers altered 
or obliterated, and signs with directional arrows 
that have been crossed or pointed in different 
directions. 
Referring to the danger and waste of money 
resulting from sign damage, Andrew V. Plum­ 
mer, county highway superintendent, said: 
“The Department places 8 to 9-thousand traf­ 
fic signs a year on the county’s 600-mile road 
system. 
That includes permanent installations 
and temporary markers at construction loca­ 
tions. 
The steel plates, with steel posts, are 
expected to last five years, but vandals with 
guns or spray cans of paint ruin about 15 per 
cent of them each year, at a cost of about $25 
each for replacement. 
“A defaced sign has its meaning altered and 
may lead even the most careful driver to sudden 
death,” Plummer warned. 
“ Using spray cans, the vandals create hazards 
by obliterating a sign or changing its message. 
In one recent instance, the arrow marking 
a 
curve was altered to the opposite direction. 
A motorist following the false arrow wound up 
in the ditch, seriously hurt.”

“ It is up to each individual driv­ 
e r to do his or her part to make 
this month of July a safer time 
to travel,” Hockaday continued. 
“ I urge you to accept your r e ­ 
sponsibility behind the wheel and 
do everything possible to avoid 
a traffic accident.”

POOH CHARLIE SAYS! 
THE NARCOTICS BATTLE NEEDS PEPPING 
UP 
Several weeks ago a 17-year-old Chicago youth 
was sentenced to a minimum of 14 years in 
prison after admitting that he a n d two companions 
were under the influence of goofballs when they 
beat and shot to death a 6-year-old child. 
Sentence was handed down Just KTore Washing­ 
ton lawmakers began debate on a proposal to 
curb the goofball and pep pill traffic which the 
President has pictured as a big factor in the 
growing U.S. crime rate. 
According to a report released in March by 
tho Children’s Bureau of the Department 
of 
Health, Education and Welfare, the United States 
has the highest juvenile delinquency rate in its 
history. The report noted there is no indication 
that the situation will improve. 
This federal agency revealed that in 1963, 
juvenile courts handled more than 600,000 cases 
involving youthful offenders. 
(The bureau 
is 
now' working on last year’s statistics) The of­ 
fenders were between ten and 17 years of age, 
and the total cases represented an eight percent 
increase over the previous year. 
Unfortunately, not much information about 
goofballs, pep pills and narcotics seems to reach 
the public unless it is sensational. 
Like the 
iceberg, the narcotics problem is mostly below 
the surface. 
However, the problem has been of particular 
concern to certain doctors, judges, law enforce­ 
ment officers and lawmakers. 
These people, 
given an assist by writers and newsmen, have 
tried to arouse the general public to the danger 
and to take effective measures against it. 
The average newspaper reader may know, for 
instance, that when young Richard Robles was 
booked recently for the murder of two career 
girls in Now York, he said he consumed $15 
worth of heroin a day. To finance his dope habit, 
he commuted more than IOO burglaries. 
But few know that the Federal Narcotics Bu­ 
reau says there are 60,000 herion addicts in 
the United States. Half of the country’s addicts 
live iii New York City, and almost all the others 
in the slums of Detroit, Chicago and Los Angeles. 
Addicts commit an enormous number of crim es- 
in fact, they are responsible for more than 15% 
of the burglaries in New York City. 
The average newspaper reader may be aware 
that Brown University in Providence, Rhode 
Island, recently announced the dismissal of eight 
students 
for “ involvement in 
episodes con­ 
cerning the use of marijuana.” 
But does he know that for many years, former 
New York City Police Commissioner Michael J, 
Murphy tried to educate youth about the mari­ 
juana menance? “ Many a youthful life is shor­ 
tened,” he said, “because of a wrong turn made 
during those vital years that are sometimes 
Called the vacuum between childhood and adult­ 
hood. And so, through a dare or an enticement, 
a young life is wasted with the first furtive 
drag on a marijuana cigarette. 
For the habit 
in some cases grows into a craving that is not 
even satisfied by the use of heroin.” 
The narcotics problem has been with us since 
the Civil War. 
Just prior to the conflict, the 
hypodermic needle was invented, and many sol­ 
diers became addicted during wartime hospitali­ 
zation. Meanwhile tens of thousands of civilians 
were “hooked” by certain patent medicines con­ 
taining habit-forming narcotics. 
By the early 1900’s, there were nearly a quarter 
of a million American dope addicts - one out of 
every 400 citizens. 
Even at that time it was 
noted that the greatest increases in addiction 
were occurring among women and teenagers, but 
too few hoisted the danger flag. 
What is the source of the traffic in narcotics? 
There is an unending flow 
pouring into this 
country through seaports and from 
Mexico, 
according to a Senate Subcommittee report. 
The results of this traffic are tragically seen 
in California where more than one-third of 
all adult arrests in 1960 were for narcotic- 
related offenses. 
The majority of California 
addicts began their drug use at 18 or 19. 
For years, law enforcement officials have been 
deeply concerned about the proximately of Mexi­ 
can poppyfield and marijuana patches to Ameri­ 
cans living along the 1,200 miles of open border. 
Mexican heroin and marijuana traffic extends to 
the east coast in some instances. 
A shipment of hundreds of pounds of Mexican 
marijuana

What alinit another growing menace, the so­ 
called “dangerous drugs”

sleeping pills? More than 50,000,000 find their 
way tnt* the illegal market each year, and most 
are produced by American firms, 
Their use

juveniles and young adults is increasing

across the country. Prolonged use causes per­ 
sons to commit the most violent and bizarre 
crimes. 
Such drugs are taken cavalierly by many 
youngsters all over the country. 
There are 
such cases as the honor student who began using 
dru, * at the height of his academic and athletic 
carev~ 
He ended by giving up his school, 
family and future in order to take these pills 
In what has now become a form of addiction 
surpassing, in many cases, even the terrible 
addiction to heroin. 
These drugs can turn normal men and women 
into violent criminals. Expert testimony before 
the Senate Subcommittee to Investigate Juvenile 
Delinquency reveals the violence these drugs 
breed - assaults and even murders. 
Yet the 
fact that these crimes 
were 
committed by 
“pinheads” many times escapes the detection 
of enforcement and institutional personnel. 
What happens to an Individual who habitually 
uses barbiturates or amphetamine drugs over a 
long period of time? 
Dr. Paul H. 
Hock, 
Commissioner of Mental 
Hygiene of the State 
of New York, explained: 
“There are some users who become addicted. . 
to amphetamine; after a while . .they have to 
raise the doses, in other words, use increasing 
amounts. 
“ And then we observe in persons actual 
psychotic ways, that they have really developed 
a mental disease, a psychosis, under the in­ 
fluence of these drugs.” 
He says narcotic addiction is primarily 
a 
disease of the young. 
Eighty-five percent of 
Its victims are under 40, and 49% under 30. 
Adolescents and young 
adults are victimized 
before they are old enough to understand the 
Inevitable, tragic consequences. 
And many 
are driven to crime to support their addiction. 
Former Commissioner Murphy 
said much 
the same thing. 
“Our experiences show that 
the greatest use 
of narcotic drugs is by per­ 
sons between 19 and 29 years. One of the most 
deplorable results of the illicit narcotic traf­ 
fic is the vicious hold it gains over teenagers.” 
He described how the teenager is trapped: 
“ It isn’t difficult to imagine a youngster being 
dared to try the stuff by his friends. 
Not 
wanting to be ‘chicken* he does so. 
Then he 
feels he is a ‘man’ in the eyes of his cronies, 
not realizing what he has gotten himself into. 
Although he has a meager knowledge of 
the 
harmful effects of dope, he boasts it cannot 
happen to him, that he knows when to stop, 
and that he can break the habit at will. Un­ 
fortunately, this is not true, and it is our 
opinion that greater effort must be made by 
all of us to impress this upon the 
youth 
of this country.” 
A big step has been taken toward elin r- 
nating goofball and pep pill addiction. 
Con­ 
trol over amphetamines, barbiturates and sim i­ 
lar drugs found to have a potential for abuse 
would be strengthened by proposals already 
made in Congress. 
The connection between crim es and the illicit 
traffic in narcotics, depressant and stimulant 
drugs is inescapable. 
More knowledge of this problem will lead 
inevitably to corrective action. 
It is hopes 
that each individual will learn all he can about 
this subject from all available sources.

Defenseless traffic signs, abused by all con­ 
ditions of the weather, also have been plagued 
in recent years by vandals who turn them back­ 
wards, gun-toting hunters who take pot-shots 
at them, and mischievious children who think 
they should be knocked down or curried away. 
Now another culprit - the roadside artist 
equipped with a can of spray paint - has be­ 
come a problem, according to a recent issue 
of Illinois’ Cook County Highways magazine. 
The publication shows the handiwork of spray- 
can artists and their nearly unlimited ingenuity 
in defacing signs. 
The marred signs 
include 
a stop sign repainted with the work “Go,” 
speed-limit signs with the numbers altered 
or obliterated, and signs with directional arrows 
that have been crossed or pointed in different 
directions. 
Referring to the danger and waste of money 
resulting from sign damage, Andrew V. Plum­ 
mer, county highway superintendent, said: 
“ The Department places 8 to 9-thousand traf­ 
fic signs a year on the county’s 600-mile road 
system. 
That includes permanent installations 
and temporary markers at construction loca­ 
tions. 
The steel plates, with steel posts, are 
expected to last five years, but vandals with 
guns or spray cans of paint ruin about 15 per 
cent of them each year, at a cost of about $25 
each for replacement. 
“ A defaced sign has its meaning altered and 
may lead even the most careful driver to sudden 
death,” Plummer warned. 
“ Using spray cans, the vandals create hazards 
by obliterating a sign or changing its message. 
In one recent instance, the arrow marking 
a 
curve was altered to the opposite direction, 
A motorist following the false arrow wound up 
in the ditch, seriously hurt.”

There are many ways to mea­ 
sure the size of the federal bud­ 
get, and ev e n one of them Is need­ 
ed to help bring home to the av­ 
erage American Just how much of 
his hard-won earnings the feder­ 
al bureaucrats are pouring into 
the multitudinous program s they 
have spawned. 
This year's federal budget totals 
$135 billion, a figure so vast it 
means little more to most Amer­ 
icans than that enormous figure 
we once learned in school, the 
distance from the earth to the 
nearest star in m iles. It becomes 
m ore meaningful if broken down 
into sm aller units of time. 
At a rate of $135 billion per 
year, the federal government is 
spending $370 million every day, 
or $15.4 million every hour. This 
amount is still too large for most 
people to grasp.

The tax paid by most American 
fam ilies in an entire year is not 
enough to run the federal govern­ 
ment for a single record. 
Many people still believe that 
much the greater part of this gi­ 
gantic 
outflow of the people’s 
money is necessary for national 
defense. 
But even today as we 
fight a hot war against commu­ 
nism in Vietnam, only a trifle 
over half the federal budget is 
being spent on anything connec­ 
ted with the m ilitary services. 
The rest is going to keep up the 
handouts and the monstrous bur­ 
eaucracy we have created at 
home.
